Sweitzer Parade Outdoes It All. 

But all records for pandemonium and 
-bediam were smashed at night when the 
Sweitzer folk held their red light parade. 
Wild scenes that made the New Year's 
eve celebrations on State street look tame 
and commonplace were enacted all 
through the loop district. 

State street was one howling mob of 


‘men and women for six hours. Nearly all

street car traffic in the downtown dis- 
trict was: tied. up, while from all sections 
of Chicago thousands of Sweitzer Doost- 
ers poured into the main thoroughfares, 
coming on foot, in automobiles, and ip 
heavy trucks. 


Traffic Unable to Move. 
The traffic squad were unable to keep 


- the streets cleared and finally permitted 


the hordes to race back and forth on the 
principal streets. Street cars were 
stopped at the entrance to the loop and 
forced to turn back for some time while 
the high jinks and the red lights and 


the screaming and yelling, the tooting of 


horns, automobile sirens, and the din of 
cowbells held full sway. 

One line of the half mad thousands 
dashed south on State street, while anoth- 
er line raced north on the other side of 
the streets. Thousands of women were 
in the midst of the mélée. They screamed 
for Sweitzer, blew horns, and waved their 
hands. 


Mob Sweeps All Before It. 

The great mob swept everything before 
its A brave Thompson fan, emboldened 
by “fire water,” raised a Thompson 
lithograph at Jackson boulevard and 
State street and “‘rahed"’ for Thomp- 
son. He vanished from sight as if swal- 
lowed up by the earth. There was one 
smash in the jaw, the Thompson picture 


was crumpled into a tiny spot, and the 


booster was picked up end 
the stampeding throngs. 

A mixup took place at Van Buren and 
State streeta. where the Kenna-Coughlin 
battlers had congregated from all side 
streets of the lowerend of the First ward. 
The automobiles and the cheering, sing- 
ing, screaming mob was met by another

great crowd, ‘They wrestled around for 


several minutes and finelly the whole 
crowd started back north on State street 
and everything had to get out of the way. 

Grotesquely adorned men and women 
stood on the steps of automobiles and 
gat on the tonneaus as they whigzed back 
and forth. The din was literally deafen- 
ing. * 

From Every Section of City. 

From every section of the city came the 
outpouring of the unnumbered hosts.

Mam sent hundreds ot automobiles and 


cheering thousands. 

Men on horseback, the “ battlers from 
the stockyards,”’ got Into the procession 
early, but soon were forced out of the 
mélée, as their horses became unman- 
ageable, and several gallant riders 
tumbled over their heads into the street. 

Until midnight the mobs kept up their 
demonstration. At that hour another mob 
of Thompson supporters formed on Dear- 
born street and with a yell that could be 
heard for blocks started out to keep the 
downtown folks awake. There was fear at 
that time that the two crowds might

Women Take Part in Clashes. 

In all the-clashes in the ioop districts 
women played an important role.

Sweitzer followers packed th play- 
house the minute the doors were thrown 
open and began shouting “ Sweitzer ”’ 
from all sections of the house. The

.ters in the foyer aroused the partisans to 
‘a frenzy. 


Police swung their clubs and finally 
succeeded in ejecting several disturbers. 
For fully half an hour the warring shouts 
eontinued amid scenes of bediam. 


Speaker Howled Down. | 

Mr. Schilling attempted to speak and 
was howled down by Sweitzer adherents, 
and the Thompson men and women who 
were trying to drown the voice of their 
antagonists.. Curses and unprintable 
epithets were heard above the turmoil. 

Throughout the loop district the big 
half-holiday crowd let bose. There were 
frequent clashes on the streets and in 
the saloons. Police were kept buzy in an 
area. covering a dozen blocks.

Robert M. Sweitser, Democrat, swept 
past William Hale Thompson, his Re- 
publican opponent, and regained the top 
of the percentage list yesterday in tne 
final spurt in Tae TRIBUNE 's nonpartisan 
straw vote race. 

The Democratic candidate made a per- 
centage gain of 4,408 and placed himself at 
the head of the list with a lead of 835. He 
was unable, hywever, to disiodge Thomp- 
gon from his place at the head of the 
straw vote figures, although he reduced 
the G. O. P. candidate's ballot lead from 
687 to 441, a gain of 156 for Sweitzer. 

A total of 2.200 ballote was received, 
comprising T00 women’s votes and 1,500 
men’s.

Not Absolute Index. 

The straw vote is by no means an abso- 
lute index of the way the election will 
turn out. Many of those who participated 
in the balloting may have misled the can- 
vaseers purposely. Other factors, such 
as the control of the election machinery 
and the change of sentiment from time to 
time, must be taken into account. ; 

At best the straw vote is only an ex- 
pression of sentiment on the part of those 
who beve been approached and nota pre- 
diction of results. 


Straw Vote Total 15,700. 

The day’s returne brought the grand 
total of straw votes upto 15,700. Of these 
8,100 are those of women and 12,600 those 
of men. The final returne yielded a total 
percentage of 174,987, of which 93,000 
> seeing housewives and 81,987 unskilled 

The total percentage of 7,116 is the 
estimated number of men and women who 
will go to the polls and vote. This figure 
was arrived at by deducting 10 per cent 
from the revised registration total of 
760,017. It is estimated that between 10 
and 20 per cent of the registered voters 
fail to go to the polls in most of the elec- 
tions.

BACKED BY. UNIONS?

N August, 1914, publie opinion in the United States arose 
against Germany in almost hysterical excitement, The 
[=o] fatherland was stigmatized as Eris, the Greek goddess 
m4 of discord. The German-Americans and the Germans 
') who are living here felt deeply hurt; the hard judgment 
was answered by a thousand yoices of bitter resentment. 
For a certain time it seemed as if an abyss were going 
# to open between Germans and Americans and that it 
would be almost impossible to bridge it over. It is my 
eonviction that such an alienation and exasperation be- 
tween individuals and races, nations and governments, 
here and on the other side of the ocean, would be as 
dangerous as deplorable. In the meantime this danger 
has diminished, but it is not quite eliminated. Every- 
body is in duty bound to resist it as much as he cn. 
That is why I beg to be allowed a plaidoyer for the 
public opinion of the United 6tates. 
Will, an estimable member of the American middle class, awakes 
morning and finds that in Eurepe a war has broken out, such & 
as history never saw. The very su mess of this volcanic out- 
makes him think that the will of a single individual created it 
‘He bas not followed European politics during the last decades—how could 
he? He sees no evolution, but an inexplicable fact, springing up from 
depths and origineting in a fiendish power. He asks indignantly, 
whose fault is it? (You know that “établir les responsibilités "—establish 
the responsibility—as they call it in’ France, is the favorite pastime of 
every democracy.) On whom is his first glance going to fall? Who has for 
been standing in the political foreground of the European stage? 
Who is the only European ahout whom every American has his personal 
iden, Which may be more or less erroneous, but is certainly rather definite? 
whe kaiser. And now Mr. Hill will read in the subway, as a straphanger, 
that the war is the kaiser’s fault, as he rudely refused the well intentioned 
proposition of an international conference. 

Sete you must remember that the American believes in boards and 
committees. Of course, after the doctrine of democracy, one man is about 
as clever or stupid as the other, and therefore a board of men must know 
more and be more efficient than a single man. Then why refuse a congress? 
The German, who wants to explain, tries now to tell his American friend— 
who is in a terrible hurry—that states (nations) never can be fair, that 
tity only consult their interests, and that the expert knows how the con- 
gress will decide before it has even assembled. Mr, Hill does not believe 
that and if he would believe it he would only think that this condition 
must be changed and improved. Is not the United State fair and unselfish? 
Why should not the others be so or become so? He sees no reason for de-

important decision should be arrived at without his consent. He has com- 
pared the new Germany with the Roman empire and proclaimed that the 
monumental sentence, “Civis Romanus sum” (I am @ Roman citizen), must 
obtain for the German of our days. 

In reply to this we answered that Germany has acquired almost nothing 
since the war of 1870-'71, and that it has kept peace all these years. We 
emphasized the fact that William II. has always proved a peace loving 
ruler; that he has not profited of any opportunity for conquest, but has 
missed many of them: that he has been scoffed at by Edward VIL. (the 
German ficet, “ William's toy”) and Clémenceau (“Guillaume le timide ”), 
and that German papers have criticized him relentlessly. It was of no use. 
Words affect the contemporaries stronger than actions, and the emperor's 
fatory now turned on him. 

But the suspicion of our friend, Mr. Hill, seemed legitimate. However— 
he asked himself in his conscientious way—has the emperor really the 
power of destroying European civilization (Americans like superlatives) 
and of ruining millions of human beings? Certainly, he is answered; the 
emperor himself has written and said that the will of the king is the high- 
et law, and that only one man can be the ruler. He would smash every 
one who would dare to oppose him. “Bundesrat” and parliament? Mr. 
Hill only shrugs his shoulders. Don’t they call that “ crypto-absolutism” 
in Germany? The emperor reigns and governs, and so the responsibility 
Must be his, and his alone. : 

But is this really so? It seems doubtful. Carnegie says William is & 
harmless and peace loving fellow, but that he is surrounded and dominated 
by & coterie of nobles who wanted the war.

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New Energy 
by Britain 


in War Seen 
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By T; P. O'Connor. 


ONDON,—{Special. ]—The victory at 
Neuve Chapelle ie everywhere, in- 
terpreted as furnishing the Ger- 
mans with indteputable evidence 
that the British army, when fully 

equipped: with shells, will prove more 
formidable than the Germans ever cal- 


culated. Despite the huge loss of officers, | 


the battle is regarded as a good augury of 
what will happen when the allies begin 
to meke their long postponed advance 
this epring. 

These things, however, do not impress 
me so much as what I regard as the big 
psychological departure in the atiftude of 
the British mind toward the war. Just as 
sweltering weather heralds the approach 
of the sy iy thunder storm, I become 
conscious a bie riee in temperature 
throughout the British isles portending 
the opening of a great and new chapter 
in the wer. 

The most significant proof of the new 
departure referred to ls that concentra- 
tiom on the question of armaments, as 
explained by Lord Kitchener through 
Ldoyd-George to the masses of the peopie, 
is a necessity if the war is not to be in- 
definitely prolonged; of giving Gen. 
French and Gen. Joffre the number of 
shelis and rifles which will firet demor- 
ale, then overthrow the German sol- 
diers, even though they are strongly in- 
trenched. This fact has penetrated even 
the mind of the carelese man of the street. 
However, there is a etrong though um- 
spoken complaint that these grave warn- 
ings were not uttered before. It is argued 
that an earlier knowledge of the gigantic 
difficulties of the task would have saved 
valuable time and perhabs greatly short- 
ened the war. Nevertheless, the warn- 
ing, whether tardy or not, has gore home. 


ae 


At this moment I see two great and new 
facte standing out in England. First, a 
greater realization of the difficulties of 
the task; second, as a result of that real- 
ization there has come a mobilization of 
resources of war that England never 
knew {t possessed. The manufacture of 
armaments ie everywhere progressing 
with feverish haste. The newspapers 
pubMsh cables showing that Camada alone 
has placed ordere amounting to $100,000,- 
000 for shells and rifles. Even the London 
hoteles are full of Americans who are 
doing a big armament and other war busi- 
ness. : 

But more significant than all else is the 
transformation of the-whole spirit of the 
labor world. The labor unrest, as a mat- 
ter of fact, was largely created by the 
government, with the best of intentions 
doubtless, but with some want of fore- 
sight as to the eonsequences, when it 
added 8 shillings to the weekly wage of 
the railmen. This made the application 
of all other workers for a eimilar increase 
inevitable. 

Most of the labor unrest was due to this 
universal movement, but other cases of 
unrest were due to downright overwork, 
especially in the armament factortes, 
where the men, working eighty-two hours 
weekly, became frritable and exacting. 
Thie epoch wae definitely and finally 
passed when the labor leaders coura- 
geousty joined hands with the govern- 
ment and demanded that everything gtve 
way to the crying need of the nation for 
ammunition. 

Lloyd-George’s negotiations with the 
workmen undoubtedly helped some, but 
even the extreme trade unionists have 


-consented to abandon the ordinary union 


restrictions and are universally pledged 
against strikes. The new arbitration 
board whereof Sir George Askwith, the 
greatest strikebreaker in England, and 
Sir Francis Hopwood, lord of the ad- 
miralty, charged with the supervision of 
contracts, are members has gained the 
confidence of both mesters and men. 
—— 

At last there te a complete mobilization 
of alt the forces in England, thus mark- 
ing another step in the hourly growing 
determination and even ferocity of public 
opinéon thet the war must continue until 
German militarism is crushed beyond re- 
covery. When it comes to speculation as 
to the duration of the war there remains 
an irreconcilable division of opinion even 
among the cabinet ministers. Some still 
fedl that the war will be long, and favor 
a steady and not too rapid a development 
of attack. They look to the attrition of 
Germany's finances and food as well as 
soldiers as factors so powerful and con- 
stant as to justify the downess of ag- 
gressive operations. 

This school was justified by the splendid 
expansion of England's revenue, the tn- 
come tax alone producing nearly £4,000,- 
000 more than was anticipated; aleo by 
the result of the jast German loan. Whifle 
the kaiser and all Germany regard the 
loan ae a tremendous success, Engtish 
financiers see in another mortgage on 
paper already mortgaged symbols of un- 
souné finance.

Finally there is a new light on the

Itisplainiy 
evident, however, that the moment the

Countries like Italy and Roumania will 
be dragged in at the decisive moment by 
the irresistible temptation to increase 
their territory and population. Others 
like Holland see an opportunity of defend- 
ing forever thelr soil from what they re- 
gard as Germany's settled purpose of an- 
nexation. The most stupendous of Ger- 
many’s mistakes was the brutalities at 
the beginning of the war, especially in 
Belgium. It is no exaggeration to say 
that in Burope she has meme but bitter 
though momentarily silent enemies.

We believe that this principle and no 
other governs the continuous selection of 
the fittest of the peoples, and we are 
thinking of those who have actually con- 
tributed their part to the advance of hu- 
man progress by placing upon the world 
the Impress of their own national idea 
The German nation ig the only one which 
has sufficiently developed by the side of 
the Anglo-Saxons and is, moreover, nu- 
mericaily and inherently strong enough 
to claim for its national idea the right 
to participate in the shaping of the world 
which is to be. ; 

The correct interpretation of this prop- 
osition implies that we shall be able te 
maintain our power only if we continue 
to spread the German idea. The German 
idea can only live and increase if its ma- 
terial foundations, vis., the number of 
Germans, the prosperity of Germany, and 
the number and size of our world inter- 
ests, continue to |ncrease. As these foun- 
datione continue to grow they compel 
the Anglo-Saxons to make their decision 
between the following two propositions: 
Will they reconcile themselves to seeing 
our interests in the world maintain them- 
selves by the side of their own and come 
to an agreement concerning them? Or 
will they fight with foree of arms to re- 
main the sole mistress of the world?

Germany's fate is England The man 
who has studied the progress of the

No complex problemsseem 
te divert their attention from concen- 
trating their full energy on fighting this 
enemy—Russia. Russophobia is no vague 
hypothesis to the Magyars; it is a reality 
diMieult for the foreigner to grasp. Rus- 
sia is to the Magyars the foster mother 
of “ Pan-Siavism,” not merely in Serbia, 
but also within the boundaries of Hungary

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It ig the Magyars’ firm beitef that the 
existence of the country is being under- 
mined by the tide of “ Pan-Slavism,” and, 
as this propaganda hed been carried on 
actively in Serbia, the crushing of that 
country became the immediate concern of 
Budapest. That the assassination of the 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand gave the 
Magyars the opportunity they were look- 
ing for is one of the grimmest incongrul- 
ties in history. I found in Budapest ¢ 
feeling of the greatest relief that the arch- 
duke, who had been the one obstecie in 
the way of Magyar domination in the dua! 
monarchy, had been removed from the 
scene. 

The rumor thet the Magyar leaders 
were able to convince the Germans that 
in the @ual monarchy they alone were 
vigorous enough to be of efficient service, 
seems well founded. I was told by a per- 
son who wasin a position to know that the 
decision of the Germans to prosecute vig- 
orously the campaign on the eastern front 
was in a large measure influenced by In- 
timations from Budapest that an advance 
of the Russians across the Carpathians 
would mean the disruption of the dual 
monarchy, and, what is more, of the Aus- 
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Of the war against Engiand or France 
only @ faint echo reaches Budapest. There 
is no feeling of enmity againat Engiand; 
on the contrary, ‘the Magyare profess to 
feel, even at thie time, a peculiar bond 
between themselves and the English. As 
one man expressed it: “ Our friends the 
Pnglish, who are now our enemies.” The 
Magyars pride themeelves.on their coun- 
try life, which they like to believe is close- 
ly modeled on the Bngtish, and their love 
of horses, which they feel is another 
“trait d*union.” 

The life of the city apparently continues 
in ta usual way. The streets and piaces of 
amusement are well filled, though the ab- 
gence of officers is im striking contrast 
with Vienna.

Of course the kind of person in America who prefers security to large 
risks and large rewards is not likely to overexert himself in behalf of his 
government. The civil service is likely to attract the underpar rather than 
the extravital person—a timid, mediocre type of man or woman, who doesn’t 
lke to drive himself at full epeed. Again socialists please take note. 

This is_so generally recognized in Washington, the home of the clerk, 
that I believe the appointive officers and other hard working Americans whe 
come in contact with the government clerk are inclined to look upon him as 
a class with tolerant contempt. Anybody who had life tn him, they seem to. 
imply. would get out into the open field of labor and compete. That is the . 
American spirit. The “full blooded” man loves competition, and suspects 
his feiow man who will not take his chance im the big scramble of « cer- 
tain moral weakness. 

Probably this attitude does injustice to many good servants in the gov- 
ernment employ. There are kinds of work, scientific and semi-secientific in 
nature, that require the calm and the protection of « government office—~ 
ample.

And in every departmeent there can be found earnest, fruitful govern~ 
ment employés, working conscientiously and devotedly for extremely small — 
pay, without fame or prospect of promotion. A good observer of the gov- © 
ernment clerk has sald that it is remarkable how good and how bad they 
are, how much honest, unrewarded work is done in the govérnMment service | 
and how much “soldiering.”

But there is one remedy 
that will do more to alleviate that “ sick- 
all-over” feeling that you have if you 
feet hurt than any other. It is extreme 


| cleanliness: Im warm weather you should 


wash your feet twice a day. You will 
understand: how necessary cleanliness 
really is whem you realize thatthelargest 
blood vessele of the body are situated in 
the legs. Consequently the feet perspire, 
and this perspiration causes a vyast 
amount of the foot discomfort from 
which folk suffer, including soft corns 
between the toes. The odor of perepira- 
tion is an unpardonable offense, not alone 


, | because of the pain it causes you yourself, 


but of the discomfort to these with whom 
you are associated. , 

There is absolutely no excuse for this 
annoyance. To keep your feet absolutely 
clean and sweet requires not more than 
ten minutes’ effort a day and the use of 
an inexpensive powder if your trouble is 
serious enough to require it. Mild cases 
of perspiration are benefited by bathing 
the feet in water as hot a@ can be borne 
to which a teaspoon of common baking 
soda, has been added. Another good wash 
is one or two drams of elum dissolved ina 
pint of alcohol and added to your foot 
bath in the same proportion—e teaspoon~ 
ful to a basin of water.

It 
is quite certain that the name Bern-

But about Mise Maggie Teyte, who ts 
here today, gracing the stage of the Illi- 
nois theater, the question may not be de- 
termined except by experiment. 

For Miss Teyte has been presented in 


 @ variety of roles. If she had untforms, 


as Cnesterton suggests, for ever capacity 
in which she has appeared in public print, | 
her wardrobe would buige with costumes, 
quaint, bizarre, commonplace, and hor- 
rible. I should not care to imagine what 
some of them would be. She is described 
(in the public prints) as the inventor of a 
fire extinguisher adopted by the British 
admiralty, as a pig tailed prima donna as- 
tonishing Debussy, as ® sothewhat 
naughty, capricious person lounging 
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about in tight knickers and silk steck- 
ings. This by mo means Gnishes Miss 
Teyte. 

She is also a protestant against the 
United States customs, an admirer of 
Carolina Whiteas a vaudeville entertainer, 
a subject for punsters, a suffraget, a sage 
adviser of youth, and maker of rules for’ 
accompanists. 


She is known best, I think, to the gen-_ 


eral public as the naughty person who en- 
joys appearing in masculine attire, This, 
for sure, is not due to any predisposition 
to masculinity on her part, put to the fact, 
that ‘the tired eyes of editors rest appre- 
clatively upon pleasant curves and gentle 
silken surfaces. 

I am thus able to attribute her unmaid-— 
enly daring to the overwrought cerebral 
workings of a newspaper man because 
of her own appalling ignorance of her 
experience with bifurcated garments. 
She is not the kind who would go back 
‘on her press agent. It must have been 
ignorance. She did not remember (or in- 
gtance her arrest by German Uhians, who 
found a pair of trousers in her luggage). 
She was, of course, a British spy. And 
she vowed, it was said, that she would 
never again venture into enemy coun-» 


| tries with that compromising garment. 


From her failure to remember this in- 


Teyte has had a strange personality 
thrust upon her. One comes in fact to tne 
conclusion that Miss Teyte, as she is 
‘known, ia not an authentic person. In 
real life she admits Debussy, the fire ex- 
tinguisher, the admiration of Carolina. 
White in yaudevilie, But she denies a 
number of autobiographies, in which she 
variously names as the place of her birth 
Kaneaa City and Tipperary. Asa matter 
of fact, it was Wolverhampton, Stafford- 
shire. Thence she went to a convent and 
later to Jean de Reszke. She made her 
operatic debut at Monte Carlo, in a work 
by Offenbach which Mr. Gunsbourg found 
somewhere. She has not heard of it since 
and has forgotten its name. 

Her next step was to the Opera Comique 
at Paris, where she made herself famous 
as Melisande in Debussy’s “ Pelleas and 
Melisande.” Then London and Chicago. 

Such bare biographic details cannot cer=- 
tainly rehabilitate the bare skeleton of @ 
personality to which her candor hap re> 
duced her. 

Tt te known, however, from her pone 
lips that she has refused to be advertised 
as the “female John McCormack,” that 
she denies that she is a prima donna, that 
she has been one, or that she has any de- 
sire to be one. Her opinions concerning 
temperamental musicians ere firm énd 
not complimentary. 

It is also definitely known that she wil! 
not appear at the Illinois theater in knick- 
erbockers, that if she has a costume d«- 
noting her inventor-personality, it is pre»- 
ably among those impounded by the cu :- 
tome officials, and that her actual appee:- 
ance will be as free from spurious attra- 
tion a’ any appearance of any musicie" 
this season.

And 
then we realize that it couldn't have been 
am empress dream after all, for they 
are moetly priestly garments, and many 
of them, some of the most beautiful, have 
gome from Japan. 

The collection ranges over a pertoé from 
1400, A. D., to 1912, and was made by 
Shojiro Nomura to illustrate thedevelop- 
mient of Japenins and Chinese textile 
art. Tt consists of 100 pieces and is prob- 
ably the most complete ever assembled. 

The earlier form of brocade woven on 
@ hand loom was called Nishiki, a word 
Which translated is the phrase, * beauti- 
ful combination of color.’ The Nishiki 
were so and graceful in design 
that the Chinese with poetry characteris- 
tie of the east called them “mystery 
brocades.” The patterm, too, were desig- 
nated aptly and beautifully by such 
names as “ yalley mist,” “ eunset cloud,” 
“pest of ho-ho birds,” “dragons in 
flame,”” “great white mountains.” The 
latest trocades, woven with flat gold 
threads, were called Kinran. 

The designe of all are dream begotten 
arabesques of fame and fiower and 
Gragon interlaced In rhythmic confusfva. 
One regrets the law passed in 1443 pro- 
hibiting the sale of silk brocades in Japan, 
which put an untimely end to these won- 
derful textiles in Japan at least.
